Don't stop to visit with 
friends for your roast needs 
three hours driving time: 

Don’t try turkey. 

“During the early stages of 
a .turkey’s cooking, it gets 


bouncy. It sticks its elbows 


out and pushes away from 
the heat. You try to push it 
back and its sticks a drum- 
stick through the foil.’’

Although UNCTAD was de- 
scribed by UN Secretary-General U 
Thant at its inception as “the most 
important event so far of the United 
Nations’ decade of development” it 
has almost entirely failed. to live ‘up 
to the hopes held out for it. Partly 
this is because the wealthy nations 
of the world have not helped the 
organization, seeing it as.a poten- 
tial pressure group to hold up the 
price of commodities produced in 
the poor countries, which it admit-. 
tedly. is. Additionally, the Asian, 
African and South American coun- 
tries that are primarily interested 
jn UNCTAD cannot supply enough 
of the talented administrative and 
policy-making leaders who are nec- 
essary for the success of such an 
agency. :

tering the lot of the underdeveloped 
nations remains unchanged from 
that set at the founding conference 
last year. It contains three central 
elements: special tariff concessions 
for finished products of underdevel- 
oped countries in the markets of 
the world; arrangements to support 
prices of raw materials; and special 
aid to compensate for sudden de- 
clines in the prices of commodities.

No Loss of Status - 


How civilized the Athenian system 
was may be judged from the fact that 
banishment entailed no loss of social 
status. or, indeed, of- property.

It must, of course, be recognized that 
no system is perfect, While the advan- 
tages of ostracism are readily apparent, 
responsible’ voters will naturally weigh 
these against the possible consequences 
in terms of the impact on Canada’s image 
abroad.

Re-Run in 
Germany. —

"THE noisy prelude is .over, Chancellor 
Erhard has once more taken” his 
place as conductor, and the curtain if 
slowly rising on the government which 
will run West. Germany for the next 
four years. And to the-diemayeag opt- 
mists.and the satisfaction of cynics it. is 
almost the same government that West 
Germany had before. 


What has happened to all the prom- 
ises of new men and new ideas? “ Did 
one Christian Democrat leader really 
predict ‘“‘a. younger government’ before 
the elections; did another speak of “a 
complete change of the guard’? A few 
minor changes may yet be made, but 
here are the old familiar faces again— 
Dr. Schroder’ as foreign minister, . 
Mende of the Free Democrats as all- 
“German minister, Herr Hocherl from. 
the Christian Social Union, and plenty 
more. : : 


The fact is that the pressures of the 
old political groupings -have proved too 


. strong to allow changes. The small Free 


Democrat Party, though much’ reduced 
in the national election results, has 
managed to hold on to its four ministries 
in the cabinet; Herr Strauss, leader- of 
the Christian Social Union in Bavaria, 
has fhiled to get rid either-of Dr, Schro- 
der oh’Dr. Mende, as he had hoped. Dr. 
Erhard_himself has failed to subdue the 
unruly alliance of his coalition parties 
and build the sort of cabinet he feels 
the country needs, 


-Weakened 


In short, although the elections un- 
mistakably showed a swing of public 
opinion towards Dr. Erhard, his second 
government will be weaker than his 
first. The constellation of forces created 
long ago by Dr, Adenauer, the alliance 
of agrarian Catholics, urban conserva- 
tives and middle-class liberals designed 


power, has become so rigid that it now 
defies efforts to change even. its repre- 
sentatives. ; 


If the “Adenauer State” has resisted 
change at home, it has even more for- 
midably beaten off efforts to alter its 
foreign policy. Chancellor Erhard and 
Dr. Schroder. went into the election hint- 
ing at eventual diplomatic relations with 
the “Socialist bloc’ of Eastern Europe 
—a generally more adventurous ap- 
proach to the world. Dr. Mende’ told’ 
his party that he would set about form- 
ing non-political contacts with East Ger- 
many, including a number of “technical 
committees” to arrange- mutual prob- 


—Jems_of_trade, transport, visits and the 


rest. 


Gone With the Wind 


All this, after the various party bar- 
gainers had thrown their weight about in 
the coalition negotiations, has gone with 
the wind. Mende has been forced to drop 
the “technical committees” idea, and 
Erhard, in a sad sketch of his foreign 
policy intentions, has: promised his party 
that recognition of East European States 
is “for the moment totally impossible’, 
and that he will not grant long-term 
credits to Communist countries. He 
added that the Hallstein Doctrine had 
“proved its worth.” 


West Germany, in a period. when 
East-West reconciliation in the form of 
a European settlement and a ban on 
spreading of nuclear weapons is the 
most. urgent of tasks, is helpless to 
adapt. She is stuck fast in the Adanauer 
conceptions of the fifties: utmost hos- 


tility to the Soviet Union and her fol- 


lowers, maximum armament to proceed 
without brake or check, blind hostility 
to East Germany at the price of moves 
towards gradual reunification. It is 
pointless to put all the blame for this 
on Bonn, when it was the Western Allies 
who brought West Germany into NATO 
and forced rearmament on her in the 
years when it suited their book. 


Task 'for U.S. 


If West Germany is almost helpless 
to help herself, it may be that the West: 
ern Allies—really the U.S.—must break 
a way for Germany out of the thought- 
prison. In Washington, the Pentagon and 
part of the staté department would like 
to drop the mixed-manned fleet idea 
which, it is now seen, is not only mili- 
tarily pointless but a dangerous block 
in the way of European disarmament 
agreements with Moscow. The trouble is 
that Bonn was promised a share in the 
force, to bring her status within the 


alliance from that of an “auxiliary” up 


to that of an equal. 


What would the Germans do if the 
MLF was scrapped? Would there not 
be a dangerous surge of anti-Western 


_ nationalism? Herr Strauss, with his 
, usual deadly aim, crystallized state de- 


partment anxieties when he warned that 
“military discrimination’’ against West 
Germany might produce a new “Fuhrer” 
who would give Germany nuclear weap- 
ons of her own. 


Bluff to Be. Called 


That is the bluff which must be 
called. West Germany today is “‘politi-- 
cally among the weakest,”: as Strauss 
himself says. Defiance of NATO is not 
seriously thinkable, nor is a breach with 
the U.S, France is now revealed as the 
enemy of accepted West German inter- 
est, not an alternative protector. 


If President Johnson. decides to take 
a-risk-and drop the MLF plans for the 
sake of better relations between NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact, Germany might 
one ‘day come to look back on him with 
gratitude, as the man who liberated her 
from the rusted shackles of dead poli- 
cies. 4

Impudent Little Horned Lark 
Gceacions! Visitors in Victoria 


By DR. CLIFFORD CARL 


Director, Provincial Museum 


Dear Dr. Carl: 

Do dickcissels frequent this area? We saw 
a flock of very amusing little birds at Oak 
Bay Beach. They were brown striped with 
a black mark on the throat and their faces 
striped dark and light and 
suffused with yellow; in- 
deed the yellow wash went 
down the front and sides 
and lightly over a good deal 
of the brown parts. 

When they flew they 
showed the tail divided into 
three wedges:of about equal . 
parts, the centre white and 
the sides black. The birds 
were the size of large spar- 
rows. Front view they were 
very comical,

their striped faces. looking 
solemn—impudent.’ They were very. tame, run- 
ning hither and yon, feeding on grass seeds, I 
think, and completely ignoring us. 

I took these birds to be larks and would 
have said they were horned larks except that 


they lacked horns . . . I have an impression 
of darker stripes on the face than the books 
show on the dickcissel, and neither Peterson 
nor Tavérner list dickcissel as visiting the 
coast area. Are you able to shed any light 
on these fellows for me?—E.A, 
; ree se, oe 

Despite certain discrepancies the birds you 
describe are most likely Horned larks. While 
the so-called ‘horns’ .are- a characteristic 
feature of these birds they are not: always 
easily seen. These structures are really tufts 
of feathers and they may not be particularly 
noticeable. except under good viewing con- 
ditions. : 5 

However the striped face, dark mark on 
the chest and suffusion of yellow are all dis- 
tinctive of horned larks as are also the habitat 
and behavior you noted. The tail pattern is 
the reverse of what you describe, namely 
largely dark with white on the edges 

Horned larks are not too common around 
Victoria except possibly during migration when 


small flocks may pause for a.few. days. Occa- 
sionally breeding pairs are noted on. Vancouver 
Island. A few years ago an adult bird attend- 
ing young in a nest was photographed in a 
field by the Patricia Bay airport by Miss Enid 
Lemon of the Victoria Natural History Society 
and other breeding pairs have been observed 
elsewhere—in-other- years. 
“However, in the fall small groups of those 
birds are. occasionally seen around southern 
Vancouver Island. The ones you noted: were 
most likely imigrants pausing briéfly here 
before moving south for the winter. 

__'The dickcissel does resemble a horned lark. 
as you discovered by checking reference books, 
but Jacks the “horns” and differs in a number 
of other ways. However, this is a bird of the 
prairies east of the Rockies and mainly in 
the United States. 
in southern Manitoba. 

Strangely enough. a lone individual was 
captured in a banding trap a few years ago 
by Mrs. H..M. S. Bell of Oak Bay “It was 
released after a few days and was not sighted

The other day I saw a woodpecker: almost 
as big as a crow. What bird was it and is 
it rare? 


Undoubtedly the bird you saw was the 
pileated woodpecker, our largest species. This 
is a spectacular bird when viewed at close 
range. Its great size, red crest and almost 
black body make it outstanding. Its cry, some- 
what like that of the flicker but much louder,- 
may carry a great distance across a valley 
on a still day. 

Pileated woodpeckers are not particularly 
scarce but as they prefer forested areas con- 
taining dead trees they are seldom seen close 
to the city.
